Titusvillv, I'wiu., the head of the Standard Oil Company deelar- 
tni iu «n Mtitiryst* m services to telebrate the memory of hklwurd 
laurantine Drake "whatever the outcome the gawolitie j»robU-iu 
must rvt'l on the results of sut-h expedients as the reduction in 
the prices of certain grades of crude, the pro rating of runs and 
other steps designed to curtail production." 


Drake was the founder of the petroleum industry. 
On Au- 


gust 26th. 1^50, he obtained free petroleum from u rock drilled 
hole. That first well produced about twenty barrels a day. 
In 1906 the petrolenin industry, according to the Standard Oil 
head, had combined assets not exceeding three quarters of a 
million dollars and existed primarily to supply the world with 
kerosene, while in VJ22 the industry with combined assets ten 
times those of ]5MM> existed primarily to supply the world with 
gasoline, largely for use in motor vehicles.

of petroleum states, California coming first, with Oklahoma 
holding third place although there was a time when the step 
daughter of Texas pushed California for first, place.

According to recent figures Texas produces in excess of one 
hundred million barrels of petroleum every year. 


Texas oil companies own 7,500 oil tank cars. 
Texas has 


more than (>,'>()() miles1 of oil pipe lines and the estimated oil 
reserve of Texas is seven hundred million barrels exclusive of 
the Gulf coast fields. 
Furthermore the value of refined petrol- 


eum products in Texas amounts to approximately .t2.>),0l)(i a 
year. 


More than 56.000 persons are employed in the petroleum 


industry in Texas with an average daily pay of more than two 
thousand dollars a year. Commissioners and attorneys of the 
oil companies declare that the special taxes alone payed by the 
companies are practically ten per cent of the total revenue of 
the state and are collected over and above the ad valorem 
taxes paid.
